But .Mr. Harper and tbe interviewer seem to think that as soon ns bis 
suspicious were aroused he put aonllier horse In Tom tichllireu s h»»x 
and left him there for the poisoners to work their own sweet will, with¬ 
out the slightest effort at preveuilou or detection. This is absurd, it 
will he said that Leander is dead.

How to Shoe the Trotter. 


[continued.} 

The shoe that I claim to he tbe only shoe to core and prevent con¬ 
traction can be seen at the office of the Chicago Field as 1 have sent 
three different patterns to them. That which I use altogether Is made 
of Graves A Lsiomis’ patent steel shoe by drawing aud welding the bar 
or frog coverer Into the heel of the shoe; this pro|>€rly done Is the whole 
secret of shoeing. The bar or frog coverer needs to he of sufficient 
thickness not to be heiit by striking agalni-t a stone, long and broad 
enough to cover tbe whole frog; aod that side of the shoe next the fom 
oUL'ht 10 be perfocllv level lu Ulo.t cuee.. Iboiiph there are excelUtimii. 
Doe of Iheve cxceiulun. to tbe level rule ie wheu the froK I* .mall auil 
low; tbe bar or coverer doe« uui Ibeu re.l ou It and 
.hould be beut inwards ao ae to have a bearlug on the 
fiirg but no bearing n Ihu wall of tbe hoof at the heel The 
frou beluB an elaatlc pad of itaelf. aud Ihe ahoe reallug on the frog 
clear from the Inal nail in the wall of Ihe hoof to the heel by 
at leaat 'a of of an Inch. there la not auch 
a aevere Jar when Ihe foot cornea to the ground: It arte ralber to Ihe 
hoof a. a spring in a buggy doea to the iiinii ridding in It; and more¬ 
over the cootluual preaaure on tbe frog hsa a tendency to apreuil the 
font and cure or prevent contraction in all caaea. 8o anre am I of Ihla 
that 1 can lake the very worel raae of contracted feet and In live 
niiiutb.. with tbe uao of those ahnoa. cure him (no cure no pay). My 
reasons for thinking tbe Graves A: Loomia ahoe the beat to me la thni 
It la an furrowed and ridged as not to have a flat surface In strike the 
ground with, and therefore doe. out strike ao hard aud Jarring a. a flat 
ahne would. In preparing nr paring the fool for the ahoe. be careful 
not to have tbe frog or aole par.djinoat hlackaniltba like to pare the 
fmg and sole aa It cuts away so easily,but they abould not do sost all. 

1 could almost write tout) pages oo ahoelDB, but all that la needed r 

shoeing the trotting or road horse ao that be la free from pain 
and ready to do bla every day work even* day for ten years or more la 
to employ a good mecbaolc who will try to follow dlrectlmia. It takea 
a goed hlack.mlth to forge a good bar or fmg coveier; but there are 
plenty of good ones aa well aa many poor onea In every town. -Mr. H. 
Hodgeman, tbe hlackamlth that doea all my aboeing Is a good mechan¬ 
ic and allhough be baa had hut a few moniha experience on tbIa par- 
tlcular kind of ahoe, 1 will venture to say none can beat him. Should 
any of your readers want a paturn of thIa shoe, they can have one by 
sddreB.ing "Ban.” care of Gutcaao Field.

A" a part of the 
fever iher*'is shivering, attended hy quick pvtlse, burned respiration, 
loas of appetite ai d impaireil Secret'Ons; but Inwoud these three there 
are are no signs wUieh may be cal e I positive'y Invariable: (hough llie 
riiuulug at the eves aud nose and the short husky cough, especiallv 
after exeirise, are very uearly always present. The nirit/rafrif symp¬ 
toms de\)eiid upon the peculiar complication which may exist, for one 
of the most remarkable features of distemper is. that coupled with the 
above iiiva'i.'ible symptoms. rh>-re may be congestion, or Inllamatlon of 
the head, chest. ImVels aud skin, so that in one ru«e the disea.se may 
appear to he entirely eonUned to The bead, lu another to the chest, anil 
in A third to the bowels; yet all are strictly from the same cause, and 
require the same general plan of treatment, luoditled according to the 
seat of the conipncatioii. 

"When the head is attacked there may nr may not be A running from 
the Do*e And e>ea. but more tisuAlly there is some evidence of cunges- 
tioa In these organs; the eyes Iniug wvak aud glued up w'th (be mucus 
aud the note rnniiing more or less. A At is, however, (ho clearest indi¬ 
cation of brain aAectioo. and to a cniumnn observer, the only reliable 
one. Sometimes there is stupor without a At, gradually increasing till I 
the dog becomes tiuiirable. and dies. At other times a raving delirium I 
comes on. easily mistiikeu for hydropb'ibia. but distinguished from it 
by the presence of the premonitory s>nit>lotns peculiar lo distumper 
Tnls is the nioi*i fatal coinpllcHtlou of all. and If the dog recovers, he is 
ofteu A victim to paWy or chorea for the rest of hi* life. 

"If the lungs are attacked there is very rapid breathing with cough, 
and almost always a considerable running from the ryes and nose and 
expectoration or thick, frothy mucus. If iiiilsinmation of the lungs is 
eatabllshed the danger is as great as when the bead la the scat of (he 
■eir.iire. 

"The bowele may he known to he aeUed when there is a violent purg¬ 
ing of black. olT*'iislve mutter. i*fteii tinged with bl"od. and somfilnivs 
mixed with pati lies or shn-ds of white, leathery substance, which Is 
coagulated lymph. The discharge of blood is iu some cases excessive, 
and rapidiv carries off the dug. 

"If the sklu is attacked, which i* a favorable sign, there i* a breaking 
out of pnsliites on the inside of the IliigliH and belly, which All with 
matter titi.'ed with dark blooti and sometiinea with blood itself of a 
dark purple color. 

"The treatment of dlslunipeT is two-fold: Arstiy, being directed Ni 
to the safe coudiict ibrongb the lowering effects of (he complaint, and 
aecondly lo ward off the fatal results which are likely to be orciuloned 
by the 1o*'aI compIicati**us In the brain, lungs or boweia. It 
mast he remembered that the disea«e ia an effect of nilnre 
to get rid of a poison; therefore the powers of the 
syatein mn*t lie aided throughout or they will he iticonuvetetit to their 
task. One great inenna of carrying off tUI* pol«oti I* lo he hatkeil for In 
the bowels and kidneys, and as fur as p 's«ible these orjatis must be 
restored to their natural state, taking care that in trying t<i effect these 
desirable objects they are not injun'd by the remedk'H used Thus it is 
well known that appertents. mid especially calomel, have the property 
of restoring tbe sns(H;i.ded action of the liver; but they have also an 
injurious effect imkvii the strength of the general system, and theref- re 
must lie used with great lauiiuii. the best formula being; podophylin 
one third grain, conipontid extract of colocyiith twelve iu eighteen 
grains, powdered rhubarti three to Ave grail.s, oil of cloves two drops; 
(mix and give a* a bolus to a large.-trong dog. or divide Into two or 
three for smaller dogs); or. castor <dl three ounces, syrup of buckthorn 
two onnees. syrup of popple* one ounce (mix aud give n tablt-s|>ootiftil lo 
a medium sii'eti nog). These should he given daily ouce or twice at In¬ 
tervals of twoorthree daj*. AfU-r the s* cretlons are re*lorefl. the next 
thing I* to liMik out f<*r ihvcoinplli uilwn* of the lung*, hruln and bowels, 
which are to lie exiH'cled. a»d if present to coiiiiterirt them hy appro 
priate rrliiedles Thus a *• aion nut in (he hai k of the tieck covering 
the tape with blister ointment will lie likely lo relieve the bead, togeth¬ 
er who cold Appllcatlnn* of vinegar and water by means of a *pouge.

When It happened tbe leg should 
have liccn "act" -the bonea placed In Mu. and held so by .pilots and 
starched bandage.; but now. It having run some titiie. becomes a more 
difficult Iimller. and tho treatment depend, a great deal U|Kin the iialiire 
of Ihe Injury. If It wore a fracture lu the caae of a pup of hla age. we 
would recommend to rehreak tho leg and have the bones properly set 
and held In potUion by a|illuU and bandage.. It 
could be very easily accomplished with little or no danger. Bat 
In case of di.loeatlon try by all mean, to r.-|ilBce tho 
iHiner In their proper position, and then apply epllnta and Imodage. to 
retain them and so prevent di.lorllou; hut if that cannot he done wo 
would recommend to apply the apllnl. so a. to gradually bring the leg 
and font back lo their proper position, which will be very ea»y In so 
Young a dog. If Iho latter plan la resorted to, have a .ot of splints 
made lo nearly dt Ihe leg aa it la, and change It every two or three days; 
each succeeding sot to be a little nearer .tralght till it la brought back 
lo its original poellion. and then auppurt It for some time by bandages. 

In the case of a pup of ttve month, old It will bo a vers eaay matter lo 
straighten the leg and tool by the use of a little mechauical Ingenuity 
In adjusting the appltancea. lie will certainly outgrow tho lameneas a.

About H) o'clock the tirst night rve occupied Camp Pish- 
ton we wer ■ arou.sed frimi the slceii of the weary by the 
cry of "wolves! wolves! get up, boys; the wolves are 
howling like a legion of goblins d.imned!" in a voice which 
I recognised as J1 Hutierworth's, Mr. Butterworth's pre¬ 
dominating lemperami’iil is sanguine-nervous; he leaped 
from his bunk with marvelous agility aud hastened 
towards the d<K>r. as he supposed, but iu re¬ 
ality in the opiiosite direction. In his haste 
and bewilderment he fell over a box. on which w-as 
stowed our tin-ware aud the remains of our suiiper. To 
soften hisa|iproaeh to the hori/.onlnl, ho exiendetl his long 
bony arms and seir.ed the water-bucket which n'sted on a 
shelf tliree feel above the tlmir. The bucket was tilled to 
the brim and a rim of ice had formed around the margin. 
In his fall he received the icy contents ol the bucket aud 
made a friglitful din among the tin-pans and plates. I shall 
leave the reader to iniagiuc his remarks on tin-ware and ice- 
cold water. 

We got to the door at last. 1 hsd beard wolves before, 
but never such a grand chorus,—now to the right, then in 
front—on all sides, came the tieudi.sh howls. "Isn't it 
grand?" said ime. • 

"It makes one fei-1 like he is in the woods," said another. 

So kneenly did all of us enjoy that wild serenade—even' 
Mr. Rutlervwirlh forgot his cold douche—we stood in our 
night clothes in the eliilly air and listened, enlr.inced. Therc 
were, perhaps, a lialf scitre of ihein; but to one unaccu-- 
tomed to tlie cry of WtOves the medley of sounds would 
have conveyed the imprc.s'ion that there were tifty at least. 
Their rallying point w as near the margin of an immense 
cedar swamp said to embrace forty .square miles. Wlu'u 
thev all got togi-tlier their wailings were doubled in volume 
and variety, and were kept up continuously for a few 
minutes, then all was still. 

On the following morning .Mr. Pishlon aud two of his 
men, who had beett engaged in surveying some of the com¬ 
pany's lands, wi re spending the night with us, and the con¬ 
versation turned upon wolves. 

"Wolves are cowardly animals, and uol at all dangerous, 
arc they?" one of us aslied. addressing Mr. Pishlon. 

"Somerima Ihev are,'' In- replied. "One cold night, dur¬ 
ing the dead of VVinter, when Hie ground was more than 
two feel under snow, myself and two others camped a few 
miles north of Little Bay de Noquette, not far from where 
^canalia now stands. We were out "cruising,” and we 
camped wherever night overtook us. We had collected an 
amide supply of wood for two tires before dark; not to 
keep off ilie'wolves—for we took no thought of them—but 
as a proieciiou against the cold." 

“llow cold was it?" we asked. 

"Prob.'ildv go deg. below zero." 

"Does it .wmetimcs get colder?" some one queried. 

“1 have known it -11 degrees below." 

"Before night set iu," Mr. Pishton resumed, "the wolves 
began to hiiwl, tirst one, then two, soon their bowls 
and 3 elps indicated that their numbers were rapidly 
increasing. Shortly after nigbt-full we were surrounded by 
them, and the^' mnile such a prodigious noise that converaa 
tion was not practicable except by shouting in each others 
cars. As the night wore on and their numbers increased, 
they became bolder, so much so that we found it necessary 
to build another lire, aud. even then, standing between 
those three tires, w e found il necessary to hurl tire-brands at 
some of the boldest to keep them from making a rush on us 
while we were replenishing the lires. It was our oiiiuion 
that there was lifly in the pack. Not one of us slept during 
the night, and I presume most of us had serious doubts 
wheiher we should live to see the morrow—/ had at least. 
We were thus liesicged until dawn, w hen one by one they 
slunk away.” 

Daring our week's hunt at Camp Pishton, we saw. on dif¬ 
ferent occasions, five wolves, shot ut three, wounded two, 
but got niuie of them. Wolf "sign”—such as tracks, 
scratches, ordure, etc.—was abundant. 

One ilay 1 killed a buck which was tim heavy for Charlie 
to pack, aud after skinning the best part of the meat from 
the forequarters, the head, neck and bones were left in the 
wirods. There they remained, undisturbed, until the third 
night when every vestige disappeared, save the paunch. 
The "sign" indicated a large pac.k of wolves. 

During our stay at Camp Pishton, we brought to the 
trophy p(de seven deer. 

Amaher squad of our club—8i.v in number—returned last 
week from a two week's campaign on the Big Cedar. Their 
score is one bear and thirteen deer. 

A company of thrie more—the last of the season—will 
start on the tith insl. Your correspondent will probably be 
one of the three. When we return 1 will report. 

At some luture lime 1 may have something to say about 
game law-s, pot hunlcr.-> and hide hunters, llsh and lishing.

There have been more ducks here 
this Fall than for many years; I have hud soniC. very flne duck 
shooting within two miles of town; chickens are more nu¬ 
merous than usual; some gisKl spurt yet 10 lie had with 
them. Quails never were known to be as plenty. The cov 
ies are large and the birds very fat and well giown. If any 
of your readers wish a few day’s good sport they certainly 
cun llnd il here. Snipe shooting is never very good here. 
There are a few in the sloughs and around the pounds. 

,1. 11. Stone, treasurer of the Evergreen City Shooting 
Club, of Blismiingtoii, and a friend of bis, Cyrus Drugsley, 
of Boston. Ma.ss., and myself, wore out shooting last Friday 
and batuiday; we Imgged nine dozen quails, besides several 
chickens, ducks, and siii|iea. We started out with the in¬ 
tention of killing ducks aud chickens, hut the weather be 
ing unfavorable for that kind of game, we bad to take our 
sjHiri among the quails.

Notes from Peuiisylvauia.

Eoitoii Ciiicaoo FiEt.i):—This rainy niormiig cheats us 
again of another contemplated day's sport with the quail, 
but os the weather clerk is always more or less treacherous 
iu October, we must bear with such disappointment, and 
make the best of such days when coullued in the house. I 
have been going over my tishiug and hunting tackle, and 
looking over old numbers of our sporting |ia|>cr 8 , and in 
several of the back numbers 1 came to the then ail absorb- 
iug topic of the "quail withholding their scent," and having, 
but a few days previous had the same ex|>erieace of some 
of the writers, but under eircum.stauces ol a little iliffereut 
uature, thougUi 1 would write out our experience, us it may 
interest theiii iu the m.iuiier in which we were euchred by 
our g.kuiey little friend, llie quail. Six o'clock iu the morn¬ 
ing found my coiiipiiuiou and myself seated iu a high hunt¬ 
ing wagon with my setter Kan, who is acknowledged an ex¬ 
cellent quail dog, and a imp, together with our guns and 
traps ready for a drive iu the country for a day's hunt; we 
arrived in due lime, were kindly recived 
by the farmer. who stabled our team. 
After everything was ready, we started across a 
clover held to a corn held adjoiuing with Fan to heel, and 
the pup, which bciug inclined to be timid, we let run ahead, 
going down wind, aud while we were engaged iu couversa- 
iiou he got out of range, and to our surprise and dismay 
hushed a covey iu ihe clover. They scattered slightly, and 
marked ilown in Ihc same held in plain sight. Here was 
tuu; calling iu the pup w-e walked over, and set both to 
work ranging over the spot, when to our surprise no quail 
were to be found; buck and forth we beat ihe same ground 
over. Fan m.ide a couple of stands, but when told to hush 
we got no rise, w ith the exceptiou of three we kicked out 
with our feet in walking, two of which we secured. We 
could hnd no more, uml left the held. In the next, which 
was also clover, b-uu dog^ came to a stand near some high 
elders by a ilitch, and hushed another covey, which left 
three more to add to oUr b.ig, aud marked Iheiii down in 
same held iu the clover. Thus newly encouraged, with 
a hie on to the dugs we started iheiu ranging, but only to 
be disappointed again, as not one point or rise could we 
gel. \Ve then turned our alieuliou to the 
tirst covey, which we eouKl hear calling aud beat 
over their ground again, but with Ihe same result; no 
nsc. Fan pointed one uot six inches from her no.se, which 
ran, (the quail, uol her uose), aud we could not ch.ise il out 
with our feel. The reason fur their reniarkabie actions we 
allribuled to their being young, not more than tw-o-lliirds 
grown, ueverlheless we were compelled to acknowledge our 
selves beaten, aud with an uffecliouale adieu to I he i|Uail, 
with a promise of a speedy return, wc left the held with our 
hve quail chicks, a disappoinied, but wiser p.iriy. Quad 
shouting in this l.u-ality is much bi-tler than usual, wood 
cock are scarce, grouse on the mountains are reported as 
plenty. 

A great many of our trout streams on the mountains 
dried up during the long drouth they sutfered during the 
summer, which caused the death of thousands, and will de¬ 
crease our sport with the rod next Spring to an unpleasant 
exleiil. By the way, a coriespoudenl iu the Hod and Oun 
<d'Oct. 28, writes, signed Wui A. Darrow. 1 should think 
there was a pin sticking him some where. 1 have been 
looking fur an article by some ot our sportsmen on the 
"Hunter’s Camp" at the Centennial, but nave come to the 
cunciusion they are ot the same upiuiou of myself, t. e., the 
less said the belter.

A Hunt In Western, town. 


CusTo.s. III., Nov, 1, 1875. 

Editor Ciiicaoo FiEt.D-.— .Vceordiug to luy promise in ibe 
last article 1 sent you, headed "Clinlon Shooting Notes,” I 
will give you a brief outliue ol the experieucc of the party 
that nas just returned from a hunt ill Western Iowa. The 
parly consisted ot H. L. Boyd, A. V. Liseiihy. L. E. Muhau, 
and F. M. Burrough.-i, with Ben Washington, a colored in¬ 
dividual, as body guard, wUo, hy the way, is a good one, 
be being capable ut making tne best duck hash with onions, 
and getting up pork and beuu.s in the best style of any cook 
on record. Arriving at Fort Dodge, we procured convey¬ 
ance to lake Us 2U miles north loltutland, llumboldl county, 
where we met and formed the acquaintance of (.Iharles 8 her- 
man, be being better known hy the name of Did Buckskin, 
and bus a reputation, which we can vouch fur, of being a 
terror to all kinds of game, especially when he has "Buukey 
Ann,” his 12 pounder thrown across his shoulder. Wc lake 
pleasure iu reeomiuending the Iriendsuf IheCuiCAou Fiei,d 
to lind Charley, aliat Did Buckskin, when in his locality, 
as he IS always ready fur a hunt, and is a hale and hearty 
fellow well met. We tirst pitched our camp in Focabunias 
county, 40 miles north of Fort Doilge, on the Dcs 
Moines river, where wc bugged 300 mallards, U geese, 4 
brunt, and 3 sand hill cranes in two diws. Wc then pulled 
out and started for Spirit Lake, in Dickenson county, 80 
miles north of Fort Dodge, in the extreme uorlbern part of 
the State of Iowa, bordering on the .Miimesota line. Here 
we had our best spurt, Imgging iu S days 42 wild geese, 26 
brunt, (2 w hite ones), 14 cranes, (1 white one), and 304 mal¬ 
lards, making a total bag on ihe whole hunt of 610 mallards, 
ill wild geese, 30 brunt, and 17 cranes. We did nut bunt tor 
lirairiu chickens, os they were so plenty that il ceased to be 
u pleasure to kill ibeiii; we only killed whut we wanted to 
eul, as a variety. There are a few deer around Spirit Lake, 
but not having a rifle in the party wc were not prepared to 
bunt them. If we should ever have the pleasure of visit¬ 
ing Ijiat section again, we sbatl go prepared to bring in a 
deer or two. We remained at Sjiirit Luke live days, and be¬ 
ing hIiiiosI out of ammunition, and thoroughly siilislled with 
having shooting enough, we started for Fort Dialge, leaving 
camp at 0 a.m. That night about V p.m. it civtumcnced Ui 
rain and blow a terrific gale, and turned suddenly cold; we 
managed to keep covereU up with blauketsand fared flist-ratc 
until about 1:30 a.m. the next morning, when we discovered 
that wc were off from the road on the open prairie. We left 
the wagons, leaving Ibo drivers with them, each man starl¬ 
ing in a different direction to look for the road. About 8 
o'clock, Ben, the colored individual, discuvered the road, 
fired the salute, and we started fur him. Everything went 
along nicely, it raining and blowing hard as ever all the 
lime, until about 4:10 a.m., when we became mired in a 
mud bole, aud hatl to pile out and unload uur wagons and 
carry the truck aruuml the slough. This part of the trip 
was nut so pleasant as it might have been; but with the 
sweet you must have some biller to be able to appreciate 
the sweet. We llnally arrived at Fort Dodge all safe and 
sound, but slightly wet and chilly, as well as tired and 
sleepy, too. Bul'laklng all In all, we enjoyed ourselves 


hugely, and look forward to the future with bright antici¬ 
pations when we can g>> again and do likewise.

"sent for” by landowners to shoot the grou.se, because they 
devastated the flelds. Oh, shame, "Guido," what a plea! 
And from you, too, the noblest s|H>rlsinuu of them all. 
When will the sportsiiicn and landowners learn to understand 
eaeh other? Il was precisely this erroneous scntiincui the 
.VrkaiisiLs SiHirtsiiien's Club h:ul lo contend ag.iinsl in their 
elVorls before our Lcgislalurc in behalf of a law to proleet 
the game of Ibis Slate. Aud il was beeiiuse ibal seniimeui 
w-as prevalent among landowners who were legislators that 
tlie proposed act was defeated They waul the game killed, 
they say; and no doubt "Guido" and his phalanx pleased 
them well. Von should marshal your ho.sts for a better pur¬ 
pose, "Guido," aud when you wield your pen let *1 not be 
to strengthen the landowners in an erroneous idea. 

Does il in anywise relieve the difficulty because iwo Ar¬ 
kansas geiitluinen "aided aud abetted" "Guido" and bis 
company? Yet that is his second plea. " Guido" is enlliu- 
siasiic. and his deep eiiiotioii might suimaimes he lulsluken 
for a "tine phrensy.” 

But ''Guido's" last effort lo evade the issue is the worst of 
all. He comes to the finale of his little piece with ii clincher 
on the hue of the case that takes the whole point off this 
UMilhpick. He vainly imagines Arkansas tuoihpicksalways 
have points. "Guido'' may not he fully aware of nils. I hope 
he will not lake occasion lo tell the public he cuu't sec it in 
this inst:incu. He rulhles^ly hurU a " .sheriff and tax col¬ 
lector" at me as a contradiction of Ihe law 1 cited. Who 
ever heard of a sheriff lhat knew iinylhing ahmil law? If 
"Guuio" had heeded the information from Ihc ircnsurer of Ihc 
Arkiinsas S|iorismcu's Club on ibis suhjeci, .some mouths 
ago. he would have tiecii belter posted, and Ibero would 
have been no necessity for Ins iii.ikmg a cross to nail your 
liumblu "'ruotbpick” lo, or for getting ttroxii, for ilial mailer. 
As it is, he may read the act as lo non-resident hunters (il 
says liuniers) on pace f'O of the otlleiiil acts of this Stale 
for 1875. 

I hope "tiuido” and all his friends w ill come iigaiii, and 
come ofleni-r to shoot. But 1 hope that “ army bunting" 
ami slaughtering will be heard of no more, forever, even if 
the landowners do fervently pray lor il. 

I must confess 1 was a little chagrined at the "decima¬ 
tion,"! if " Guido” will permit me lo use his word), it's good, 
of " The Death of the Birds," as published. That "mice 
and rats" clause was bad in purliculur, but my fault, 1 pre¬ 
sume.

Wild Turkey Shouting. 


OHAIIA. Nov. 4. 1876. 

Editor Chicaoo Field: —Your correspondent "Guyon" 
has given us pleasing ideas of hunting the wild turkey. He 
is, no doubt, a muster at that manly art. If there is any 
one kind of sport the writer enjoys above iinolber, it is in 
bringing lo bug an old gun-sby gobbler. Just bow “Guyon" 
would do that he has not told us, and 1 will not venture lo 
predict; no donbt he would do it. But without waiting for 
an answer from him, 1 will indicate my own method of pro¬ 
cedure. If his lurkeysbip refused to answer my eaill, as he 
most likely would, and travel the other way, 1 should fol¬ 
low him closely as possible, and if be should lake wing 
without giving me a shut, lake‘note of his course of flight 
and follow him up. After alighting, he will run to thick 
cover and there skulk. If there is snow on the ground, il is 
an easy matter lo And bis track and follow il;if there is nut, 
then the well-trained (loiater comes to my itssisluucu by find¬ 
ing the trail and leading me on until be finds,aud as sluuncbly 
points the bird as if it were a quail. There is sub- 
stantially only this difference: the turkey will uot lie 
to the dog when first found us a general thing, 
although 1 have known a single old gobbler lo do so. But 
as a general rule they will lie to a dog in heavy grass or 
weeds after one long flight, usually not over a quarter of a 
mile, and (icrinil you to approach within 20 or 30 yards be¬ 
fore they will break cover, and sometimes allow you lo 
i)a.s 8 within that number of feel of them without hreak- 
ing cover, unless you stop or turn toward them. Boiiiu- 
times where the timber or brush Is very thick and tall, ttiey 
will run and not take wing unless very closely pursued, but 
in such instances, after Ipting followed for a few hours they 
will skulk as before stated. Young turkeys will invariably 
hide in the first bunch of weeds or tufts of grass after being 
surprised aud scattered. They will also come to the call 
after a little q^uiel and delay, and so foolishly that it only 
requires a little (islience and care lo bag them all. Any 
device that will imitate tbc note given by tbe mother turkey 
in calll^ her brood together is sumcient for this pui- 
posc. 'Tno old ones are not so easily beguiled. 
The least little mistake and “kut’’ away they go. 
It only remains then to ascertain the diree- 
rcctiun taken and followed, as before indicated, and one 
or two hours will reward your effort. I have never tried tbe 
device di'scrihed by "Guyon," hut have used the smallest 
bone in the second Joint of tbe wing, opened at both ends. 
It is to be hoped the legislators and sportsmen of Ihe South¬ 
ern and Mississippi Valley Stales will secure practical laws 
for tbe protection of this noble game bird. Its natural 
home is there. So, too, 1 will recommend to "Guyon" lo 
cease nuntiog them in the Springtime. The close season 
should bo strictly observed. Here In Nebraska wo protect 
them frum January let to October 1st. Woo betide the iu- 
divlduttl who Is caught In the violation of this law.
